9-month-old killed in Little Village

A 9-month-old girl was found dead in Lit- 
tle Village on Monday morning, her throat 
cut by a power saw, authorities said. 

Police found the child—named Rosie, 
according to relatives —after being called to 
a building in the 2800 block of South Avers 
Avenue on the West Side about 9:40 a.m. 

Authorities said the relative, a 52-year- 
old woman, used a circular saw to cut the 
baby’s throat, apparently because she 
wouldn’t stop crying. The woman initially 
tried to shove something in the baby’s 
mouth—possibly cloth—to get the girl to 
quiet down, a source said. 

The woman then tried to kill herself and 
was found by another relative, according 
to authorities. The woman was taken to 
Mount Sinai Hospital, where she was sta- 
ble and in police custody. 

Detectives were conducting a “domestic- 


related murder investigation,” police said. 

Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services said it was investigating 
the relative for abuse in the death of the 
child. 

There was no prior contact with the 
family, the agency said. No other children 
were present in the home at the time of the 
incident, officials said. 

The girl’s father got a call Monday morn- 
ing at work at a grain elevator in Beecher, 
according to his friend, Ben Llamas, who 
works with him. 

“He adored her,” Llamas said of the fa- 
ther, who is 23. 

Llamas said he drove him to the house 
on Avers. “He was upset,” Llamas said, but 
didn’t talk about what happened. 

“There’s nothing better than kind of 
minding your own business,” Llamas said. 
“We just drove in silence. He was in shock.” 


A relative said the father’s family does 
not know what happened. 

“We have no idea,” the relative said, 
asking not to be named. “We just got the 
news that she passed away and that’s all we 
know. She had no health problems, she was 
a good baby. 

“We don’t know yet, they haven’t said 
anything,” he said. 

Brenda Saucedo, 32, who lives on the 
same block, said she knows the woman 
who was taken into custody. 

“She was a nice person, she came to my 
house,” said Saucedo. “I’m shocked, she 
would never do this. It had to be somebody 
else.” 

Marcella Gentil, 28, held her 1-year-old 
daughter Tiffany and said through tears 
how “sad” it was to hear of the death of an 
infant. 

“Tt’s sad. It’s sad, period,” Gentil said.

Frat closed after racist chant 


The president of the University of Oklahoma 
severed the school’s ties with a national frater- 
nity on Monday and ordered that its on-cam- 
pus house be shuttered after several members 
took part in a racist chant caught on video. 

The video, which was posted online, shows 
several people on a bus participating in a chant 
that included a racial slur, referenced lynching 
and indicated black students would never be ad- 
mitted to OU’s chapter of Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 

President David Boren said the university 
was looking into a range of punishment, includ- 
ing expulsion. 

“This is not who we are,” Boren said at a mid- 
day news conference. “I'd be glad if they left. I 
might even pay the bus fare for them.”

Supreme Court revives Notre 
Dame contraceptive challenge 
The Supreme Court has revived the 
University of Notre Dame’s effort to shield 
itself from an Obama administration policy 
to ensure all female employees are provid- 
ed a full range of contraceptives, including 
those who work for religious schools and 
colleges. 

The administration says Catholic colleges 
need not provide or pay for the disputed 
contraceptives themselves, but they must at 
least notify their insurer or the government 
so the coverage can be provided separately. 

In a one-line order Monday, the justices 


said late Sunday that its investigation con- 
firmed members took part in the chant and an- 
nounced it would close the local chapter. The 
national group said it was “embarrassed” by the 
“unacceptable and racist” behavior. 

Boren said members have until midnight 
Tuesday to remove their belongings from the 
fraternity house. He said the university’s legal 
staff is exploring whether the students who 
initiated and encouraged the chant may have 
violated Title VI of the Civil Rights Act, which 
prohibits racial discrimination. 

It’s unclear who recorded the video, when 
it was recorded and who initially posted it 
online. Boren suggested it likely was taken by 
another student who didn’t agree with what 
was being chanted.

Derrick Rose offered no assurance that he will 
return this season, saying there’s a “good chance” but 
that he’d “listen to [his} body.” 

During a 12-minute session with the media before 
Monday’s game with the Grizzlies (above), Rose 
said the whole episode might be a “blessing in dis- 
guise” because his right knee is now pain-free. 

But that won’t do much to appease Bulls fans, es- 
pecially if the star point guard declines to play again 
until next season. 

“Whenever I’m ready to come back, Pll come 
back,” he said. 

The Tribune has reported all along that Rose is 
expected to return this season. 

Team physician Brian Cole performed the 
15-minute procedure Feb. 27 on the torn medial 
meniscus in Rose’s right knee. The damaged part 
was removed, and Rose walked out of surgery, able 
to bear his full weight. 

General manager Gar Forman called it “minor” 
surgery and predicted Rose would be back in action 
in 4-6 weeks—late March or early April.

Online adult video site Pornhub.com 
examined its visitors’ search habits. Turns 
out, how we search for porn isn’t unlike 
ordering a soft drink. Just like pop or soda, 
the use of the two most popular search terms, 
“cock” and “dick,” is correlated with the part of 
the country in which you live. 

The site’s team found that Illinois residents 
preferred the word “dick” when searching 
for adult videos. The Land of Lincoln joined 
12 southeastern states, from Texas to Dela- 
ware, in their preference for “dick.” The rest 
of the country, however, preferred the word 
“cock” when perusing porn. 
In 2014, the porn site saw approximately

Science goes to great lengths 
to measure average penis size

Researchers finally have answered one of 
the most compelling questions in the field 
of medicine: What is a normal size for a 
penis? 

The answer, according to anatomically 
precise measurements of up to 15,521 men 
from around the world, is 3.6 inches in the 
resting state and 5.2 inches when erect. 

These average lengths are just two of the 
findings reported in BJU International, the 
official journal of the British Association of 
Urological Surgeons and a handful of other 
medical societies. But before we move on to 
more of their results, let’s pause for another 
question: 

Why should anyone spend any amount of 
time trying to figure this out? 

The research team—from King’s Col- 
lege London, King’s College NHS Founda- 
tion Trust, and South London and Maud- 
sley NHS Foundation ‘Trust—offered 
several reasons. A scientifically validated 
answer may help doctors reassure men 
with conditions like “small penis anxiety” 
or body dysmorphic disorder who suffer 
considerable distress due to the size of 
their organ. It also could help manufactur- 
ers design better condoms with lower fail- 
ure rates. 

So the group conducted an exhaustive 
search for published studies with reliable 
assessments of penile length and girth. To 
qualify, studies had to include 50 or more 
male volunteers who were at least 17 years 
old. Would-be participants were excluded if 
they suffered from erectile dysfunction or 
had any physical abnormalities, including 
implants. Only studies with careful mea- 
surements taken by health professionals 
were included in the analysis. 

The researchers wound up with 20 stud- 
ies that evaluated thousands of men. They 
assumed that if they plotted all the mea-

surements, the distribution of penis sizes 
would fall along a bell curve. Then they used 
that to come up with charts that displayed 
length and girth by percentile. 

It takes 3.6 inches from the root of 
the penis to the tip of the glans to hit the 
soth percentile for flaccid length. That 
means 68 percent of men measure between 
3 and 4.2 inches, and 95 percent are in the 
2.4- to 4.8-inch range. 

Furthermore, with an average length of 
5.2 inches for an erect penis, 68 percent of 
men measure between 4.5 and 5.8 inches 
and 95 percent are in the 3.9- and 6.5-inch 
range. 


The average circumference, or girth, of a 
resting penis is 3.7 inches; for an erect penis, 
it’s 4.6 inches. 

Their investigation presented an oppor 
tunity for the researchers to test the validity 
of the folklore surrounding penis size. They 
found no convincing support in the data for 
the idea that penis size is correlated with 
the length of one’s index finger or the ratio 
of the length of the second and fourth fin- 
gers. Nor was there any good evidence that 
foot size was a predictor of penis size. Age, 
body mass index and testicular volume also 
were unrelated. 

However, the data did show that height 
offered some predictive value for estimat- 
ing penis length. The correlation was weak 
but statistically significant, according to the 
study. 

The overwhelming majority of men in- 
cluded in the analysis were Caucasian or 
Middle Eastern, and only a few hundred 
were of African or Asian descent. That 
made it impossible “to draw any conclusions 
about any differences in penile size across 
different races,” the researchers wrote. 

Despite the large number of men includ- 
ed in the study, the researchers said their re- 
sults might be biased if well-endowed men 
were more inclined to be measured. They 
also acknowledged that the findings— 
though intended to provide reassurance to 
most people —could prompt up to half of all 
men to feel “defective” or “abnormal” upon 
learning that their measurements are below 
average. 

If so, a 2006 study from the journal Psy- 
chology of Men & Masculinity might make 
some of them feel better. After surveying 
more than 52,000 people, researchers from 
UCLA and CSULA found that while 45 per- 
cent of men wished they had a larger penis, 
85 percent of women thought their part- 
ner’s organs were just fine.

While he’s mentioned in interviews 
that he’s “drawn to every genre,” it’s this 
unfiltered inspiration that ultimately keeps 
“Policy” from becoming a successful offering. 

No one song on the album sounds alike, 
which charitably could be framed as showing 
Butler’s range, but instead it’s distracting. 
Opener “Take My Side” has a vague country-
